BUSINESS WEEK see if it looks as good as it did last December when the government took 
its first official peep at the crop whose harvest begins in May. 

MARCH 4, 1950 The Santa Fe, which serves much of the winter-wheat belt, says con- 
ditions vary all the way from poor to excellent. 

The government's weekly report on crop weather finds that the cold 
of the last couple of weeks has caused damage in some localities. 

Yet, to date, nothing has happened that good weather in April and 
May can’t make up for. The 1950 wheat crop still can top 1-billion bu.

Washington continues to look longingly at the hungry Orient as the 
ultimate solution to our problem of surplus wheat.

Net income of all farmers made its peak in 1947, just under $20- 
billion. The next year, although value of marketings rose, expenses rose 
faster; income declined to $18.9-billion. 

But 1949 was the year of big price declines. Value of marketings was 
off 10% and income fell to $13.8-billion, says the Dept. of Agriculture. 

That’s a big change in two years. But the farmer isn’t exactly broke

Any desired coefficient of expansion, ranging from 
almost zero to a value greater than that of ordinary 
steel, may be obtained with the iron-nickel alloys. 
In addition, these alloys are strong, tough, ductile 
and possess a useful degree of corrosion resistance. 

In wide use is a 36% nickel alloy... aptly named 
“Invar” because its dimensions remain almost in- 
variable over the range of atmospheric temperature 
variations. However, as nickel content goes higher, 
expansion increases continuously. The chart, be- 
low, shows the thermal expansion characteristics of 
Invar and two other high nickel alloys, along with 
those of carbon steel for comparison.

FABRICATION 
Like all austenitic alloys, those of the iron-nickel 
system have almost unlimited capacity for plastic 
deformation, either hot or cold. They may be welded 
by any of the commonly used methods, and users 
report their machining characteristics are very 
similar to those of other high nickel alloys such as 
Monel® and Inconel®. A special, free-cutting grade 
is available to meet exacting machining requirements. 


APPLICATIONS 


Where dimensional changes with temperature must 


be minimized, or where such changes must approxi- 
mate those of other materials of relatively low ex- 
pansivity, iron-nickel alloys...sometimes modified 
by other alloying elements...are almost univer- 
sally used. 


For example...in thermostatic bimetal strip, lnvar 
serves as the low expansion side for use up to mod- 
erately elevated temperatures. At higher tempera- 
tures, the 42° nickel alloy is commonly used. For 
the high expansion side, special alloys, containing 
15-25°0 nickel, are used extensively because they 
develop nearly double the expansivity of iron. Iron- 
nickel alloys are also widely used in glass-to-metal 
seals, where expansivity of the glass must be closely 
matched. The 42‘¢ nickel alloy, sometimes with 
added chromium, is used with soft glasses. Hard 
glasses call for nickel alloys containing added cobalt.

Trouble is that French and Italian industrialists aren't anxious to dis- 
card protection. Another stumbling block: The two countries have different 
import-control systems. Italy has no tariffs, uses quotas alone; France has 
both.

One U.S. engineer dubbed Vitoria- 
Minas “the worst piece of railroad I] 
have ever seen.”” Before the war, when 
the British owned both the mines and 
the railroad, one train a week struggled 
each way over the steep grades and hair- 
pin turns—whenever torrential seasonal 
rains didn’t block off the road with 
landslides. 

The British turned over their hold- 
ings to the Brazilian government dur 
ing the war in return for a promise of 
some badly needed iron ore. The U.S 
stepped in with loan money and engi- 
neering help. But the Brazilians were 
left to get things done 
e Favorites—The problems of leveling 
the grades, taking out some of the 
worst curves, and insuring against land- 
slides were tricky enough. But when 
the Brazilians chose to staff the com- 
pany with political favorites, progress 
came to a standstill An engineering 
iob that might have taken two years 
; still not complete after almost eight 

A landslide that occurred last spring 
virtually stopped traffic over one section 
of the road all during 1949. A tunnel, 
now being driven through the slide, 
would open the oad again in a few 
weeks, but for other problems. One 
permanent obstacle: The rapidly de 
veloping river valley is taxing the rail
